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New Rules For 
Fall Fair Exhibitions 


Adopted By Local Agricultural Society 


[continued from last week] 


Articles not accompanied by the owners 
may be addressm@ to the Secretary, who will re- 
ceive them on being delivered at the grounds, 
but in no case will he be responsible, nor shall 
such articles be brought to the grounds except by 
and at the expense of the owners or their author 
ized agents. : 

Exhibitors must claim their property at the 
close of the fair 

23. Exhibitors will at all times give the neces 
sary personal attention to whatever they have on 
exSibition, and at the close take entire charge of 
same. 

24. Exhibitors on ariving with their articles, 
will apply to the Superintendent in charge, when 
they will be informed where the articles are to 
be placed. 

25, Articles placed on exhibition must not be 
removed until the exhibition closes, or the hour 
stated for their removal in the prize list, 

Live Stock 

86. Except where otherwise provided, where 
certificates of registration are required, the pedl- 
gree of the animal must be registered in the 
Canadian National Records. 

27. The production of any of the animals may 
be ordered by the directors in charge for review 
or other purposes, at any time during the exhibi- 
tion, and any exhibitor or attendant refusing or 
neglecting to bring such animal out as directed 
shall forfeit hig entry and any premiums which 
may have been awarded him 

28. The age of horses shall date from Janu- 
ary ist, and the age of all other live stock from 
the date of birth. 

29. All live stock which is required in the 
judging ring must be halter broken, and shall be 
led into the judging ring. 

Protests 

30. The directors shall have power to decide 
all protests and withhold prizes if they are of 
the opinion that it is just to do so. They shall 
also have power to interpret the rules and make 
new rules if any printed rules do not cover any 
dispute or point which may be brought up, They 
may take action without any protest being made. 

81. An exhibitor lodging a protest must make 
it in writing. It must be delivered to the Secre- 
tary within two hours after the cause of the pro- 
tost A protest must state plai:'y the cause of 
£ e sist so. appeul, and Suuct se accompa 
ied by a deposit of five dollars, which sum shall 
be forfeited to the Society if the said protest be 
not sustained, 

$2. Protests against the Judge on the grounds 
of incompetencey or previous bias may only be 
made in writing to the Directors in charge or the 
Secretary at least one hour before the class is 
brought into the ring, 

83. Should a premium be found to have been 
obtained or awarded in error on the part of the 
judges, clerk or director in charge or by false evi- 
dence or misrepresentation or a violation of any 
of the rules, the money will be withheld by the 
Board, or if paid in error same must be refunded 

Judges and Judging 

84. In all cases where certificates of registra- 
tion required, the same must be produced 
(except for stock under one year old) to the judge 
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if considered necessary, before the judging takes 
place, 
35. If there be any question as to the regu- 


larity of an entry or the right of any animal or 


article to compete in any class, the judge shail 
report the same to the Director in charge for an 
adjustment 

86. It the stock or article exhibited be of in- 
ferior quality, judges will not make awards ex 
cept when in their discretion the animal or art 
icle is of special merit, It does not follow tha 
because 1 prize is offered for particular 
animal or article that it must be awarded 

87, In addition to the stated premiums offered 
for exhibits cnumerated in the list, the judges 
may also distinguish such as they may consider 
deserving of notice, but which have not received 
prizes, by tickets with the werds “Highly Com 
mended” or award a diploma. This will not en 
title the holder to any money payment (It is 
recommended to societies that in addition to 
money prizes, places should be made in the prize 
list for Highly Commended"—H,C.—whieh will 
settle any difficulty that might arise in the settle- 


ments of protests.) 

3 Exhibitois must aseertain the order in 
which judging will take place and must have their 
exhibits ready. No complaint or appeal based on 
the statement that the judges have overlooked 
exhibits will be considered by the Board,

43. All prize cards or ribbons which have been 
awarded must be displayed during ihe exhibition, 
except during the judging of the animal. Any 
infraction of this rule may incur the forfeiture 
of apy premium, 

14, Any peyson who shall attempt to intertere 
with or jnfluenee the judges in the discharge of 
their duties, or who shall at any time on the 
exhibition grounds use any contemptuaus oer 
abusive language to any judge or within his hear- 
ing, in consequence of any award made by him, 
or any exhibitor refusing to accept any award 
made by a judge, shall forfeit his right to any 
premiuins to which he might othegwise be en 
titled and may be excluded from exhibiting for 
one year thereafte 

45. Upon the discovery of fraud, deception or 
dishonest practice, which may have affected or 
have been intended to affect the decision af 


the 
judges, the Board has power to withhold the 
award and may prohibit the effending party or 
parties from exhibiting in any class for one or 


more years, and may also publish the names of 


such persons if deemed expedient.

Building Rules in Switzerland. 

A peculiar bullding regulation ts {n 
force in most parts of Switzerland. It 
is required that before the erection of 
a new building frames or screeds mest 
be erected tot k out the shape of the 
bullding tn protile as well as fn plan. 
In practice this amounts to erecting at 
each angle of the building a pole or 
mast with a projecting triangular 
frame attached to it at the cornice level 
to indicate the heigbt and projection of 
the cornice. ‘he building law of the 
canton Zurich requires that the frame- 
work shall be erected when the plans 
gre submitted for approval by tbe pub- 
lie authorities. The purpose by the 
rule apparently is to bring out in ad- 
vance of construction the architectural 
relations of the building to adjoining | 
structures and to the district tn wi 
it lies, both for aiding the municipal 
authorities In passing upon the plans 
from the arebitectural viewpolut and 
giving the neighboring owners avn op | 
portunity to judge of the effect of the 
proposed new building upon thelr In- 
terests.—Minneapolis Journai, |

Single 
trees contelning cholce buris or fine , 
birdseye tigures have sold fur more than 
2,000,

One by one we 
crept in until we were packed in like 
sardines {n a can, An attendant passed 
{n a bucket of water, rolled in one of 
the heated stones and fastened several 
heavy blankets over the opening of the 
tent.

When I at least had reached the 
limit of endurance the leader threw 
back the blankets and made a dash for 
the river, followed by his companions, 
I saw that I was expected tu follow 
their lead, and I did so with fear and 
trembling.

Care of Parcel Post Plants. 

When plants are sent from tbe florist 
by mail or express it is not advisable 
to -pot them as soon us they are un- 
packed. Sometimes when they have 
been several days on the way the soll 
about thelr roots will have dried out 
£0 much that as soon as the moss or 
paper in which they are wrapped !s 
taken off ft will crumble away, leaving 
roots bare. To prevent this untle 
the wrappings of the plant carefully, 
but do not remove them. Spread the 
plants out upon the tloor and shower 
them well. Then cover their roots with 
a thick cloth and pour on enough wa 
fer to thoroughly saturate the earth 
about (hem, Leave the plants for four 
or five hours before’ potting them. If 
this plan fs followed it Is possible to 
get them into thelr new pots without 
serious disturbance of their roots, Aft- 
er potting put them In a shady place 
gud water well, Sbower them twice a 
day for a week and give them plenty 
of fresh alr, but do not expose them to 
hot or drying winds,

Heating of Hay. 

The familiar phenomenon of the beat- 
ing of bay in the stack bas usually 
been ascribed to purely chemical reac- 
tions. Recent researches carried out 
by Miche, however, show that the proc- 
ess is a physiological one and due to 
bacteria and other lowly organisms. It 
was found that sterilized hay would 
not beat, but that if sprinkled with 
water contaminated with earth or ordl- 
nary hay it did so. A species of bacil- 
lus and a fungus were found tv be 
chiefly responsible for temperatures up 
to 50 degrees centigrade. For higher 
temperatures another species of bacil- 
lus was found to be responsible. The 
work of the bacteria in the heating of 
hay Ulustrates the curious fact that 
these organisms usually end by killing 
themselves. In the center of a large 
heated stack the bay is found to be 
sterile, and this ts attributed to the 
killing of the bacteria by the heat 
which they have themselves evolved, 
In other cases they are poisoned by the 
toxins which they themselves produce,

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BASEBALL MAKING 


Materials and Methods Used In 
Building Up the Spheres. 


ONLY ONE PROCESS BY HAND. 


That Is Sewing on the Covers, a Task 
to Which Machines Are Not Equal. 
The Yarns Are Wound by Machinery 
Because Hand Work Was a Failure. 


There are few fans who realize just 
much work is required in the 
making of a regulation sized baseball. 
The centers of baseballs are made of 
pure Para rubber in most cases, but 


| the cork center ball, which has been 


patented, is an exception. The idea of 
the center piece of rubber, of course, is 
to give the ball resiliency. If a base- 
ball was made without this center piece 
it would be “dead”—that is, it would 
not have the desired bounding quall- 
ties, the “life.” The centerpieces are 
generally made to order for the base- 
ball factories. The next process in the 
making of a bal! is the winding on of 
pure woolen yarn. There was a time 
when the yarn was wound around the 
Para by hand, but soon it became nec- 
essary to get a machine which would 
do the work of man. It was found in 
the times when the yarn was wound 
by band that the man coming to work 
at 9 o'clock in the morning was putting 
out better bulls thun be was in the aft 
ernoon around 3 o'clock. Winding by 
band was a tiresome job, and toward 
the late afternoon the men began to 
get tired, and consequently the yarn 


| Was not wound around the ball tight 


enough. Many balls were returned to 
the factory because they did not pow 
6ess the resilient powers. 

Realizing that this personal defect 
was something which had to be over- 
come, a machine for the winding pur- 
pose was worked upon and perfected. 
Now all baseballs are wound by me 
chanical power, and much better work 
than man did or can do is accom- 
plished. The yarn is wound around 
the Para under beavy tension, almost 
to the breaking point. Consequently 
when enoug. has been put on the ball 
is very strong and almost solid, due to 
the tight tension used. In the days of 
band making many balls were soggy 
and soft because a uniform tension 
could not be kept by the person wind- 
ing. There are three layers of woolen 
yarn over the para. For about an inch 
in thickness three yarn of blue 
color is used, and over this is wound a 
thin layer of white two ply yarn. The 
blue yarv is again brought into use, 
but is only of one ply 

Naturally it develops that something 
to cover the wool yarn must be used in 
order to keep it from unwinding. The 
ball must be solid, so that when It 
comes in contact with a bat the 
threads will not break or move out of 
place. It has been found that camel's 
hair stretched yarn Is the best for cov- 
ering the ball after the woo! has been 
put on and the ball is the size desired. 
This hair is put on wet, and when it 
dries a contraction takes place, mak- 


ply 


ing the ball more firm and at the same 
time solidifying it. Only a thin layer 
of the camel's hair is used, just 
enough to warrant the woo! yarn keep- 
ing In position. After the drying prow 
ess is over a very fine layer of spe- 
cially made cement is applied by 
means of dipping the ball ito the 
fluid, Then the ball is ready to cover, 

Most balls are covered with u tan 
horsehide, the best material, it is claim- 
9d, which bus been found to be of good 
use for the bLammering w! base- 
ball gets. This is cut into its oper 
shape by means of pin dies \lso 
punch small holes around the edge of 
the hide to be used in the sewing rhe 
ball is sent to the men doing sew- 
ing, which is now and always hus been 
done by hand Machines hi: been 
tried, but not one of them bas proved 
equal to the task. The men who sew 
on the covers must be experienced and 
very capable in their work This sew 
ing process must be done with great 
accuracy. The work appears be 
tiresome and rather tedious, and so it 
is. A man working at his fastest can 
do only two to three dozen a day 

With the covers sewed ou the finish- 
ing up processes come pvext Naturale 
ly just after the sewing bas been com- 
pleted the seams are rather ro A 
good baseball, if one will notice, is 
smooth over the entire surface, ud- 
ing the seams. A pitcher, if he had to 
use a ball with rough seams, would nots 
be able to do bis best work, as a bulge 
in the ball would be trying to bim, 
The roughness would make the fisgers 
sore from the continual rubbing. 
Therefore to do away witb this the ball 
fis put in a rolling machine, which 
presses out the rough seam and wakes 
the ball smooth all over. This done,
